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OUR NATIONAL POLIOY. 
What is a national policy and what is the 


policy of the Briti-h nation? In the “National 
Review” for May the attempt is made to 
represent Great Britain as specifically com- 
mitted to a course of which neither the 
wisdom nor the necessity, still less the deli- 


berate acceptance by the nation, appears to ur 
to be proved. It is made by Sir Rowland Blen- 
nerbassett, whose fanction it has been for 
several years to illustrate with his great know 
ledge and ready pen those featares of the 
German public life of to-day which make for 
antagonism toGreat Britain. That our oountry 
men should keep open eyes for the develop- 
ment ot Germany, and while stadying Germany 
should tot ba blind to the influences which 
make her peop'e politically unfriendly to Great 
Britain, is most needfal. But this open- 
mi :dedness ought no‘ to dege:erate into socb 
a bias as may upset tha balance of jadgment. 
In his aéconnt Sir Rowland Blennerbassett 
lescribes as a policy what are no more than a 
series of acts that have come about ratker by 
irift than by deign and preegots them as parts 
of a great scheme which has certainly never 
been considered and thought ont by any large 
section ofthe Britieh public. Moreover, from 
‘his scheme the essence of a policy,. its stra- 
tegical basis, is absent. The scraps of politi- 
val action which Sir Rowland Blennerhassett 
brings together are the alliance with Japan and 
he understanding with France. These exist. To 
them he adds an “arrangement” with Rassis, 
which he has long advocated, and a farther 
arrangement with Italy, the object of these 
arrangementsbeing to preserve the liberties of 
Karope, among them of the Bohemians and 
other Austrian Slave, the object of the whole 
combination being to keep Earope from under 
“che iron heel of a Prassianised Germany.” 

It is not alittle remarkable (says a writer i. 
the London “Morning Post”) that this acooant 
of what Sir Rowland. Blennerhassett calls “the 
new and national foreign policy of England”’ 
should be introdaced at the olosa of s paper on 
the genesis of Italian unity, in which Italy is 
depicted as the prey to s “growing disorganisa 
tion in administration,” to “the spread of 
revolutionary furce:,”" and to “disintegrating 
materialism.” ‘hese are the symptoms of » 
“dangerous condition which has not yet passea 
away.” ‘his account of the condition of Italy 
hardly comes well in an argument for oo-opera 
tion with Italy iu Baropean affairs. It does no 
make a solid basis for this particolar item cf 
the new programme. Bat that is a detail upon 
which it would be angracious to dwell, espe- 
cially as on any theory of British policy the

people of Great Britain have long cherished, _ 
and we trost will ever cherisb, a peculiar good- 
will to the people of Italy and to their anion in 
a national State. A national policy, according 
to our view, consiste in the conscious connec. 
tion in the public mind between the great sims 
recognised as necessary to the nation's welfare 
and the means by which thore ends, are to ) 
be attained. By the nation we understand! 
not simply the people, and not simply the 
State or the Government, but the peop!e orga- 
nised as a State and represented by its 
Government. A nation’s policy st any given 
moment is, of course, the policy cf its Govern- 
ment. Bat for policy in that sense no adjective 
is required ; if we speak of a national policy 
we mean a policy expressing the general sense 
of the people, in which both parties concur, 
The policy of Pitt in the long war with, France 
was in this sense national. ‘I hare was an opyo- 
sition, bat it was avable without offending the 
general feeling and temper of the coan'ry 
to make ‘effective resistance to the foreign 
policy‘of Pitt. If at th present™ day ALY » 
general. view of the future course of 
British action ia to commend itse!f to the 
bulk of*our countrymen, to men who on 
‘domestic question would perhaps be divided 


j—for example, not only to Mr. Birrell but 


also ‘to Lord Hagh Cecil, not on’y to Mr, 
Chamberlain bat also to the Dake of Devon- 
shire—then it mast not merely set up some 
aim to be reached; but most set beside it soma 
means by which that end can reasonably be * 
expected to be compassed. The great ends 
which most men accept as govertisg the 
conduct of Great Britaia in relation to foreign 
Powers are the maintenance of the British 
State in ita dependence and in the possession 
of such influence as it hss, and can “Tightly 
exercise. Great Britain is attempting as wall 
as it can toadminister India and to improve 
the administration of Egypt. In these mstten 
our countrymen think that they have a work 
to do, and that they onght not to be meddled 
with in the doing of it. What are the means 
from which the saccessfal attainment of 
these ends can rationally be expected? First 
that the work should be well and h ynestlydone, 
so that there may be no raproach agains: (ireat 
Britain, as.\in these matters an unprofitable 
yervant. Next that Great Britain shonld so 
hasband and organise her own strength as to 
ve able of herown resources to make a good 
fight for the right, if while doing right sbe 
should be exposed to challenge ; and lastly 
that, giving nogroand for oballenge ia any 
wrong done by her, and being so’ armed that 
she need fear no challenge, she may so ap 
prove herself in both respects toj the general 
jadgment of mankind, andin particalar to the” 
sympathies of the best nations, that in case of 
a conflict of principle some of them will be on 
her side. The trae natare of. co-operation ba: 
tween nations, especially in case of war, con- 
sists not so mach in contract and the letter of 
& bond asin such s commanity of aims thst 
one Of a group cannot be assailed withoat the 
reat of the group feeling themselves menaced 
and therefore impelled to take part in a com: 
mon defence. The alliance with Japan when 
original'y made was acceptable to the people 
of Eogland largely because they felt that 
Jspan was being wrongfully pressed by 4 
wantonly aggressive Power. The diplomatic 
sapport given to France in the Congress at 
Algeciras was given because Great Britain's 
word was pledged, but it was given gladly and 
with general approval besause it was felt that 
France was not being fairly traated by those 
who forced the Congress apon her. 

The practical basis ot a national policy 
must be the organisation of the nation for 
the support of its policy, in other words, sach 
an organisation of Navy and Army as mould 
enable the whole strength of the country, its 
best intellect, and its best physical force to be 
available for resistance to challenge. Without 
that basis there will never be a national policy 
worth the name. That is the missing element 
in Sir Rowland Blennerhassett’s scheme. Acd 
while that is wanting there will never be the 
national feeling of self-reliance without which 
alliances and arrangements are apt to be tewpo- 
rary expedients to escape from temporary e1- 
barrassments. This national organisation will 
come of clear rep and will come of itselt 
so soon as the ‘War Office has faced the 
subject squarely. It will hardly come of agita- 
tions for compulsion. Meantime mach good 
results from alt endeavotrs to illominate the 
ntimacy of the relations by which Great 
Britain is bound to Europe. Sit Rowland 
Biennerhassett, though in our jndgment his 
i teas of policy are open to criticism which will 
uot always lead to their acceptance, does 
valoable service of this kind. ‘The stody, 
showing how olosely all Great Britain’s foreign 
affairs are knit together, and how everything 
‘them depeads on the relations of Great 
Britain to the Great Powers, is highly in- 
veresting.

The cards, I may say, were addresbod to 
Justin McCarthy, Alexsndris. The cirvulars 
were followed in each’ case by the visit of & 
gentleman of ingratiating manners, who clbimed 
to represent “The Colonial Press, which 
was publishing this collection of books, and 
asserted that he was an American citizen. His 
cards bore the name of “William F. Bébel!.” 
He persuaded a number cf persons to sign 8 
contract guaranteeing payment of £22 for the 
forty volames if after examination on délivery 
they proved satisfactory. Some six weeks later 
the books came and a good few of those who 
had signed the contract paid first and examin- 
ed the books later.

Until these points are cleared up I advise 
those who have the books.to wait or to return 
them. I have seen a good few of the forty 
volomes. They are well printed but their 
binding, to pot it mildly, does not coincide 
with the samples produced by Mr. Bebell. This 
gentleman prodaced a number of sample plates, 
engravings, etchings, etc., specimens of what 
the volumes wotld contain. Bat to these speci- 
mens, l*hear, but few additional plates or 
etchings are sdded, and I felt some surprise 
when I discovered that British Orators (Vol.II.) 
contained: 1. agood photogravure of Glad- 
stone ; 2. an engraving of the god Faunos ; 
3. an engraving of a page of a medixval hour 
book, and no other illustrations. 

As for the text the volume and a half taken 
ap by ‘Persian Literature” gave prodigious 
extracts from well-known, one might say 
“‘stock,” translations of the Shah Nameb, with 
Fitzgerald’s, Rubaijat, eto. Snch posts as 
Attar and Jami were unmentioned. There 
was something bald and Bo{h‘ny in the 
translation of Cicero, the notes on the text 
were alarmingly brief and unelocidative. Per- 
sonally I doubt the’ wisdom of paying £22 
for 40 volumes that contain well-known pas- 
sages from most literatares served up in a 
cheap binding and unsupported by any really 
valnab'e .commentaries and notes bearing the 
names of great scholars. It is all very well 
to publi:h short prefaces with names like 
Epiphanius Sladge below them but I require 
something more, for, any way, who are most

RHODESIAN COTTON CULTIVATION. 


While all interested inthe industrial and 
economic development of Rhodesia will have 
gladly learned that the cotton produced there 
is fetching as much as 8d. per )b. at ‘Liver- 
pool, almost a fancy price, it remains to be 
shown whether the grower receives adequate 
reward for embarking jn the risky venture. 
The cost of transport is so inordinately high 
that it would be fatile to base any caloula- 
tions, on the profits accruing to American, 
Egyptian, and Indian growers when selling 
at éven lower prices, lt is certain, of course, 
that in: the not very distant foture, freight 
rates from the Rkodesian cotton fields, both 
railway and oceavic, will be materially dimi- 
niehed. Bat. in the meanwhile it will sorely 
discourage the local cultivators if they find 
that-every pound placed on the home market 


to the agricultural prosperity which the great

LORD CROMER’S REPORT. 


A CRITICISM. 


BY WILFRED SCAWEN BLUNT. 


(From THE “MANCHESTER GUARDIAN.”) 

Lord Cromer’s Egyptian Reports- always 
remind me, if I may saf*it without irreverence, 
cf the first chapters of the Book of Genesis, 
where we read that “the Lord saw everything 
that he had made, and he saw that it was very 
good.” They are the annual record of a crea- 
tion ot material progress set down. with digni- 
fied satisfaction by its creator, and as such 
they have acquired in England an imposing 
authority, all the more generously accorded 
becaase the glorification of his work is also a 
glorification of Bagland’s, With this it would 
be charlish to quarrel ; nor do I propose to say 
a word here in disparagement of that part of 
his achievement which is material. Lord Cro- 
mer deserve; all the credit he claims for this 
and more, for itis really to himself alone, to 
his own personal qualities of »patience, pru- 
dence, and extreme financial sobriety, that the 
result is due. Indeed, it iss» much the case’ 
that the chief peril Egypt now rons ecoromic- 
ally is the difficulty there will ba one day of 
finding tor him a successor. Under a more 
ambitious administiator Egyptian finance 
might easily become deranged and the we!fare 
of native agriculture, the trae basis of Ezyptian 
prosperity, be sacrificed to industrial enterprise 
and foreign adventure. |t is not as an adminis- 
trator but only as a statesmin that I shall 
venture a criticism. 


Regarded potitically, Lord Cromer’s work 
has in reality been far from a succese, and | 
believe it to be largely his fault that we new 
find ourselves invo:ved in trouble not only 
with the Ottoman Sultan bat with Mabometan 
feeling in Egypt, and, if the thing goes much 
farther, perhaps througbont the world. . I will 
explain this in detail. Lord Cromer, wher he 
arrived at Cairo in September, 1883, was given 
for his task the carrying out of the policy 
sketched for him ty Lord Doffsrin in bis cele- 
brated despatch of that year. Jt wasa pro- 
gtamme of disinterested work for England and 
of political reconstruction for Egypt. He was 
to re-eetablish some form of self-government 
and to initiate certain reforms. It was, how- 


ever, no part of the plan to retain Egypt for 


England, and it was especially explained that 
the Indian expedient cf governing through a 
masterly Resident” was not within the limits 
of his commission Outside this programme he 
had carte blanche to nse the -instruments and 
means he might choose. His mistake, and it 
has proved to have been a vital one, was made 
at the outset. It was acorious one for g§ man 
so intelligent, and knowing Egypt already, to 
have made, The reforms he had to introduce 
were, above all things, to protect the native 
fellaheen from the Turkish pashas, who had for 
a century been plundering them, and whose 
interest it w-s to continue existing abnees. 
Self-government, too, in avy form of free 
institutjons could only be made with hope of 
sucoess through that party in Egypt whose 
programme such institutions had teen. Never- 
theless he chose for the instraments of his 
policy precisely the reactionary Turkish pashas 
and excluded tigorovsly every native Egyptian 
reformer. That this so of his own free 
choice I have personal knowledge. 

Ou the 26th of September, 1883, I find in 
my diery that, being for a few days in Egypt 
on my way to India, I discussed the whole 
political sitnation with Sir Evelyn Baring, as 


“he then was. The extract stands as follows :— 


After describing him as one ‘who imposes on 
one a. good deal asa man of sense and integrity, 
and without be'ng exactly brilliant seems cap- 
able of original ideas,” it goes on :— 

“He asked me my view about the state of 
things in Egypt. I gave hima sketch of the 
position two years ago, of the parties in the 
Azhar, and of the manner in which.the Liberal 
party there had been'alienated from England, 
and the triomph of the fanatical party on the 
restoration of the Khedive. He seemed to agrea 
with me that a reform shoold have a religious 
basis, but would not aimit that the Tarks and 
Circassians were incapable of this, He exp!ain- 
ed that he had come to Egypt origivally as re 
pressntative of the Bondholders, and that he 
had always held the interests of these and of 
Egypt to be identical. The control had, in fact, 
done great good. While controller he had always 
refused to act in too close goncert with the 
Consul General, as he held himre'f to be, above 
all things, one of the Kbedive’s cfficers. He had 
found that by showing the chief personages. 
even Riaz, that he only wished their good he 
had generally succeeded in making them do as 
he wanted. I objected that he had rot prevented 
Risz’e orae'ty—his arbitrary arrests and pereecu 
tions. He said thdt Risz’s fault was that he saw 
things too ‘coulear de rose.’ He would not te 
lieve that neglecting the just claims of the 

soldiers would raise a rebellion. With regard to 
finance, which we next disonsred, I was glad t» 
find that Baring held sound views on the point 
of the debts of the fellahin. He was for set 
tling them down to date and restoring the 
old state of the law and making mortgage 
impossible. He quite understood the evils 
attending the mixed tribunals es similar to 
those of the civil courts in India. He eaid 
that they should be his first care. He did not, 
however, seem at all hopefal cf Eyypt’s sol- 
vency. With the introduction cf a new system 
of government and the atolition of the Karbarh, 
the financial prospect was a very donbtfal one 
He talked about the elections to the Assembly 


on, 


pnother. | explained to him that therg was no 


So 


such novelty in it, that two years ago there had 
been elections which had succeeded, and that 
if these last had not it was because all liberty 
had been crashed. How could a man vote in- 
dependently as long as there was nothing in 
the nature of ‘habeas corpus’ to secure him 
from arbitrary arrest $ These arbitrary arrests 
were, with the debte, the reason of the rebellion, 
and would be again. He promised to have this 
provided ogainst, though perhaps /Aabeas 
corpus was too much to give all at once. What 
the country wanted above all was order and 
peace. | asked him if he did not think of 
restoring the National party, at least the 
Civilian ¢xi'es, but he ssid this was qnite out 
of the question. They could not restore the 
National party without another revolution, and 
another revolution could not be. He asked me 
whether the Nationalists had no leader in 
Egypt. I said none that 1 knew of; the reign 
of terror had crushed all courage out of the 
few who had not been exiled or imprisoned. 
In corcluzion he said that as far as he was 
concerned he ghou!d support ths Khedive and 
the Circ: s3iahs with all his power.” 

This coyversation is very interesting now, 
especially in view of what Lord Cromer writes 
in his present Report complaining of the 


Tarkich reaction and eulogising that great | 


native reformer and religious teacher the late 
Grand Mofti, Sheykh Mohammed Abdo, who 
represented all his life the opposite pole of 
thon, ht to these, and who, after having spent 
some months in prison at Cairc, had in 1883 
jast been sent from Egypt into ex'le by the 
re-establi-hed Torkish Ministry, and who 
remained in obscurity after his return during 
the next seventeen years of Lord Cromer’s 
régime, Of the value of this great reformer, 
by~ far. tha ablest ard most enlightened 
Mahometan in Egypt, Lord Cromer says not 
a word too mach, yet it is a fact that he and 
his political disciples were ruthlessly pro- 
scribed during all these years, and it was only 
in 1900, wheo the Sheykh’s valgable life was 
nearing its close, that for the first ‘time Lord 
Cromer discovered his merit, The whole 
National party and party of reform of 1882 
had been ruled ont ty Lord Cromer’s political 
unwisdom. This was Lord Cromer’s first and 
greatest mistake, the consequences of which he 
feels to-day. Twenty-three years of the absolute 
repression of all independent thought of a 
liberal political kind and the exclasion of 
courageous men from responsible offixe have 
thrown all lead in patriotic thought in Egypt 
into the hands of tha reaction. 
Mr. Blunt concludes as follows :— 

_ From what | have said, therefore, it will be 
understood that while accepting as a candid 
statement of fact all that Lord Cromer says 
in his Report on finangial, economica], and 
other material successes, | cannot regard as 
eqnally candid his few political remarks or the 
inferences he would draw of the content 
prevailingin Mahometan Egypt with English 
role. I know the contrary to be the trath. 
Politically, Lord Cromer is a diplomatist, and 
tells only the ort of troth he thinks it ex- 
pedient the public at home should hear. He 
tells us nothing of the growing race estrange. 
ment, so lamentable a f:ature of his régime, 
analogous to the race estrangement in India, 
and due tothe same causes. Thirty yearg ago 
Englishmen were popular with all classes in 
Egypt, and they were respected as kindly 
strangers and withont ill-designes. Now they 
‘are both disliked and degpised. The material 
progress made by the country under English 
occupation is-not associated in the native mind 
with a need cf gratitude, any more than it 
used to be in Lombardy under Austrian rule, 
or is in Ireland, it there be any progress, 
under English rule to-day. Why should it? 
All know in Egypt that we are not there now 
for pbilanthrapy, but for pay and political 
purpose. Oo the other hand, the Sultan, who 
was formerly disregarded, has assamed some- 
what heroic proportions in Egyptian eyes. His 
project of a Hedjaz railway is popular. He is 
looked apon as defender of their faith. Again, 
how should jt be otherwise? I should trust 
Lord Cromer’s Reports more implicitly if he 
told vs without concealment of these things. 
Bat he keeps them apparently for his private 
letters, as other diplomatists do, addressed to 
the Secretary of State. His optimism is for the 
public, 
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PORT SAID HARBOOR. 


Extensive works are being carried on at 
Port Said by the Soe, Canal Company, It is 
expected that within the next five years the 
harbour will have been increased to more 
than twice its present siz. An extensive 
basin is being dredged on th3 eastern side of 
the Canal, for the use of colliers and petro- 
leum ships. When this is completed, the 
Abbas Basin (on the western side now occupied 
by the colliers) will be available for vessels to 
load or discharge general cargo in connection 
with the interior of Ezypt. At the same 
time, the Cherif Basin, on the western side, 
is being doubled in sige and deepened to 30 
feet. Wharves and warehouses will be con- 
structed without delay. The Suez Canal Com- 
nany’s workshops will be removed to the 
e-stern side of the harbour, where accom: 
modation will be made for a new village for 
European and Arab workmen, and the tract 
of land at present occupied by the work- 
shops will be dredged away and deepened, 
making a new large basin of tho arsenal with 
wharves reaching up to the railway station.

Knowing nothing a’ out theatres, he was not 
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AN OLD EGYPTIAN. 
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THE NEOLITHIC MAN. 


The body of a man who lived more than 
seven thousand years ago, the oldest man of 
whom we have any record, is now reposiog ip 
the Egyptian gallery of the British Moseum. 
He was foond on the banks of the Nile iv 
Upper Egypt. It is not known just how long 
ago he lived, that is, toa year or a day, but 
his antiquity may be inferred frim the state 
menta of the antiquarians that he considerab'y 
antedates Menes, who ruled in Egypt five 
thonsand years betore Christ, so that, compar- 
ed with him, Belzoni’s mommy, who “walked 
the streets of Thebes three thousand years 
ago,” is ® modern. 

This patriar bh of the race was buried in 4 
neolithic grave with his neolithic pots and 
kettles and the neolithic flints with which he 
procared subsistence carefully arranged about 
him. There are no inscriptions on these 
utensils, no epitaph on his gravestone, for he 
lived long before the invention of writing. 
This patriarch, older than the oldest mummied 
king, who haunted along the Nile ages 
before the foundation of the pyramids was laid 
/or the mysterious sphinx began to hide its 
secret from man, who has been taken from his 
quiet grave, where he had slept these many 
thousand years, and transferred into the very 
; heart of the world’s bastling metropolis, was 
| ignorant of the conditions, impulees or incent- 
| ives of modern life. He knew nothing of books, 
of business, of politics, or organized labour, of 
amusemente, of society, of money. But was this 
neolithic min less happy thsn we are who 
know of all these things? Knowing nothing of 
b:oks, hs was spared much “weariness of the 
flesh.” Knowing nothing of baainezr, he was 
spared its worriment and possible bankruptey 
and defalcation. Knowing nothing of rolitics, 
he knew nothing of industrial life, he was not 
concerned about hours or pay, or strikes, 


bored with bad performances nor exasperated 
with extortionate prices. Knowing nothing of 
society, hedid not have to listen to its small 
talk, follow fashions, or ruin his digestion, 
Knowing nothing of money and having no 
need of it, for all the world aboot him was 
his, he ought to have been ideally happy. 

The apostles of gloom will say that the 
neolithic men was happy, mach happier than 
we, with all our vaunted knowledge and refine- 
ment. They will say he lived when the world 
was fresh and in its teens and man’s hand and 
the “tooth of time” had not marred the beauty 
of the new creation, The more digpassionate 
verdict will be that while the neolithic man es- 
caped many of the vexations and troubles of 
this age, he knew- nothing of its peculiar 

' pleasures, and that if it were possible to count 

| op his days of unalloyed happiness it would 
be discovered that he had no more of them 
than the average man of this age. The vener- 
able relic of neolithic days had the toothache, 

‘no doubt, but no dentist to relieve it. His 
eyesight grew dim and he had no spectacles. 
There are many robbers and murderers in 

| Alexandria but life and property are safer here 
than they were on the banks of the Nile in the 
good old prehistoric times. ‘Then nearly every 
man distrasted everybody else and had to be 
continvally on gpard against unexpected, 
hidden foes. There cannot be much happiness 
where life is fall of fear, 
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DRINK IN EGYPT. 
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Throughout the past year, special attention 
| Has been paid to this important question. Qat 
of 466 applications for licences to sell alcoholic 
| drinks, which were forwarded and strongly 
recammended by Mondirs and Commandants, 
no less than 370 were refused, The msjority of 
the estab!ishments for which licences were 
final'y granted are those which have existed 
for.a considerable time, the proprietors of which 
have died or retired. Even in these cases. new 
licences have not been granted until an exhans- 
tive investigation showed that each establish- 
ment was really indispensable toa msjority of 
Earopeans residing in the vicinity. As regards 
establishments already in existence, it has until 
recently been found impossible to place com- 
plete reliance on the statistics hitherto furnish- 
ed, A yesr’s inspection and control have 
re-ulted in the discovery of many small shops 
which had not previously been recognized. 
Conseqaently, the apparent decrease is not so 
great as would have been suppored—a reduoc- 
tion of 100 licenced and 178 unlicensed being 
all that the figures show. Arrangements have 
been made with the Railway Department to 
prohibit drinking shops, under the name of 
buffete, at any except the important statio: s 
and, as the contract of each falls in, it will not 
be renewed unless the importance of the 
station renders the existence of a buffet indis- 
pensable, It must not be forgotten that the 
existing law does not deal with the sale of drink 
| by bottle or case, so that the petty grocers and 
' shopkeepers who sell wine and spirits under 
‘these conditions entirely escape control. 
| Among-t the labouring classes in the villages’ 
there appears to be little or no drinking. People 
who live in the provinces rarely sea a dronken 
min. In the provincial towns, however, there 
i; a certain amount of intoxication, though 
still, happily, not mach. It has become the 
fashion of late years for the wealthier land- 
owners and notables to keep a supply of wine 
and spirits in their houses, mainly, I believe, 
for purposes of entertainment. (From Lord

London, May 7. 

The lst Battalion King’s Own Light In- 
far try, which has been placed under orders at 
Gibraltar to hold itself in readiness for service 
in Egypt, is commanded by Lieutenant 
Colonel R.C. Money, with Major L. A. H.

The 2ad Battalion, Sheffield, it may 
be recalled, served with moch distinction in 
the South Africsn War and not a few of ita 
veterans are with the Ist Battalion now. 

My statement that the U Battery Royal 
Horse Artillery would bring ont the new 
13-pounder gun to Egypt isconfirmed. The 
gans will be increased from four to six owing 
to the battery going out on active service 
conditions. | 

Colonel T. P. B. Ternan, C.M.G., D.8.0., | 
who ‘was one of the first of the British officers | 
who took service with the Khedive’s forces in 
1884, and who was afterwards A.A.G. at Cairo, | 
has just been appointed to the command of the 
Standerton Sob District, Transvaal, with the 
temporary rank of Brigadier-General. His 
services in the Sudan and Uganda, both in 
peace and war, are too well known to dilate 
upon here. His many friends in Egypt will be 
pleased to learn of his well-deserved advance- 
ment. 
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Captain N.W. Gardner, 2nd Battalion 
Royal Fasiliers, has been, selected for service 
with the Egyptian Army, his name having 
been on the list of candidates for a consider- 
able time. Captain Gardner has worn the. 
busby of the Fasiliers since January, 1899, 
and he was promoted captain in September, 
1904, He accompanied the Fasiliers when 
they marched to the “Roof of the World” in 
the expedition to Thibst, 1903-04, and was 
present at the rout of the Thibetans at the 
action of Niani, and the operations round 
Gyangtse (medal with ciasp).

Ruthven, D.8.0., 20d Battalion. the Royal 
Highlanders (Black Watch), will join at Cairo 
at an early;date for daty~ with~the Egyptian 
Army.
